they can do their best work.

Tarleton State College has a 
very colorful and interesting his­ 
tory and its founding was made 
possible by a bequest from a man 
who had but little formal edu­ 
cation himself.•

Like most other Texas col­ 
leges, Tarleton wras founded back 
during the latter part of the 
19th Century. There were few. 
or perhaps no colleges in Texas 
at that time which had more 
than 1.000 students.

The bequest for Tarleton Col­ 
lege was made by John Tarleton. 
pioneer Erath and Palo Pinto 
counties pioneer, who left a maj­ 
or part of his estate to be used 
in establishing a college for the 
education of worthy young men 
and women.

Tarleton’s will named as trust­ 
ees of the fund the Governor of 
Texas, the State Superintendent 
of 
Public 
Education, 
and 
the 
County Judge of Erath Countv. 


John Tarleton died in 1895 and 
Tarleton College opened in the 
fall of 189Э, with four teachers 
and 
about 
100 
students 
who 
ranged in age from ten to fifty 
years “and of all degrees of in­ 
telligence and learning".

No attempt was made at first 
to do departmental work and 
each teacher taught a variety of 
subjects.

Dr. W. H. Bruce, later presi­ 
dent of North Texas Teachers 
College, was the first president 
of John Tarleton College.

During the next few years the 
college grew- so that the main 
building had to be enlarged. In 
1908 a bequest of money from 
Mrs. 
Mary 
Corn-Wilkerson 
of 
Erath County made it possible 
to erect a modern brick dormi­ 
tory for girls. Ф

In 1910 Mrs. Mollie J. Crow 
bequeathed money for the erec­ 
tion of a new brick administra­ 
tion building which was com­ 
pleted in 1915.*

Since the State took over the 
college in 1917, many fine and

beautiful 
Tarleton 
campus and a new one is now 
under
